Four of the First 


Occupying prominent seats upon the 


platform were four of the 14 men now 
living who were delegates at the first 
convention of the republican party held 
in Philadelphia, June 17, 1856. All were 
members of the regular Ohio delega- 
tion. Three of them were prominent 
in the anti-slavery fight that led to the 
convention held at Pittsburg, February 
22, 1856, in reality the precursor of the 
Philadelphia convention, 
and these 


men, therefore, claim to be 
among 


thosje who were chiefly instrumental in 
forming the republican party. The 
three men who were first at Pittsburg 
and later at Philadelphia ar e Judge 
Rush S. Sloar^ of 
Sandusky, Ohio, 


General R. Brinkerhoff of Mansfield, 
Ohio, and Hon. George R. Trey of 
Springfield, Ohio. 


Judge W. H. Upson of Akron, Ohio 


was at the Philadelphia convention, 
but not at Pittsburg. 


Cbeer Koosevelt Only 


Cornelius N. Bliss, of New York got 


a scattering appluase as he came in 
and took his seat with the New York 
delegation, Senator Platt of New York 
got a popular greeting. 


As the hour of noon approached the 


delegates entered in a solid stream and 
spread out over the seats reserved. The 
crowds were so absorbed picking out 
the men of national reputation they 
forgot to cheer men like Henry Cabot 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, Senator Davis 
of Minnesota, and Senator Foraker of 
Ohio, who did not get a handclap as 
they took their places. 


Meantime the band was playing pop- 


ular airs and the scene was impressive 
and animated. 


At noon Senator Hanna took his seat 


at the chairman's table, but although 
it was the time set for calling the con- 
vention he waited a few moments con- 
ferring with Secretary Dick, 
Senator 


Wolcott and others. 


At 2.07 o'clock the first pronounced 


demonstration of the. convention oc- 
curred. Roosevelt came in through the 
main entrance and moved down the 
centre aisle. He wore the rough riders 
hat and was instantly 
recognied. A 


deep reverberating cher greeted him. 


Had Eye* For Him Alone 


Men jumped on chairs to cheer him 


and women fluttered their handker- 
chiefs. Delegates crowded forward to 
greet him. 


His entrance was theatrical though it 


may have been that it was like that of 
a conquering hero. He took a seat in 
the rear of Senator Platt and in front 
of Senator Depew. "Our Chauncey," 
who aroused the admiration of many 
a republican convention, came Jn at 
the same time, but the multitude had 
eyes only for the hero of San Juan. 


Lodge Say* It !• Long 


Senator Lodge 'and Judge McCall 


came in at the head of the Massachu- 
setts delegation and were greeted by 
General Harry Bingham. 


"Is it all over?" said Bingham. 
"Yes," said Lodge, "For Long, that's 


the ticket certainly; McKinley and 
Long." 


Senator Quay smiled grimly 
from 


across the aisle. He wore a suit of 
miller's gray and apparently had con- 
tracted the sombrero habit for his hat 
has an expansive brim and Santiago 
cut.

Just across was Senator 
Foraker, with his hair tossed, looking 
as though he had been caving a hard 
conference, while General Grosvenor 
looking like a patriarch, paced the 
aisle and, grasped hands. 


Kansas tioves Teddy 


Sitting together on the platform were 


a group of distinguished guests from 
the diplomatic corps -t Washington, 
Including the first secretaries of the 
British embassy, Gerald I/owther and 
of the 
Spanish legation, Senor Don 


Riano. 


Kansas had seats immediately across 


the aisle from New York to the left 
and when Roosevelt came in the Kan- 
sas delegates gave him a special re- 
ception.

Opening of Convention 


The convention was called to order 


at 12.36 o'clock. When the band played 
the "Star Spangled Banner" the en- 
tire convention, rose

Roosevel| was first up waving his 
black sombr*o. The call for the con- 
vention was read by Secretary Dick. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. James 
Molton of Philadelphia. 


Senator Hanna made the opening 


speech as chairman of the committee. 
Whenever he mentioned President Mc- 
Kinley the convention cheered. 


Senator Wolcott, temporary chair- 


man, began his speech at 12.63 o'clock 


The long gallery was packed with 


humanity and was a living sea of peo- 
ple.

to accept the proposal, and hostilities 
were renewed. 


The Boer commandoes are retiring on 


ISiddeburg, followed by the British cav- 
alry and artillery, occasional shells 
:caching the rear guards. 
The Boers 


ire destroying the bridges and burning 
the veldt behind them, carrying off pro- 
risions and cattle and leaving the coun- 
try barren. 


Other advices from Machadodorp say 


that the Boers have an abundance of 
arms and, ammunition, with dynamite 
and oxen, and that they are preparing 
heavy wagon trains for a retreat to the 
Lydenburg district, where the chiefs, 
notwithstanding rumors to the 
con- 


trary, are determined to make a stand. 


The Boers continue to work the Bar- 


berton mines, says a dispatch 
from 


Lourenzo Marques, and there are eight 
car loads of bar gold, valued at £5,000,- 
000, with President Kruger.

week ending June 18: 


Crops, generally speaking, are In good 


condition, and in some localities ara 
luxuriant. 
With abundant sunshina 


and temperature near the seasonal1 aver- 
age, together with a fair amount of pre- 
cipitation in the most acceptable form, 
light showers, the conditions have been 
favorable for the rapid advancement of 
all vegetation. Bugs, beetles, worms, 
and crop pests generally, are increasing 
and becoming more or less numerous. 
However, up to the present writing no 
serious or general injury has resulted 
to crops. 


The haying seaso» fe practically 
at 


hand. Taking the district as a whole, 
the prospect is very favorable to an 
average crop and an excellent quality 
of hay. 


Winter grain continues In good con- 


dition; cereals generally promise good 
crops. There is little complaint of in- 
Jury from rot or insects, and with a con- 
tinuation of favorable weather good 
crops are certain. 


Excepting peadhes, the yield of which 


will be light, conditions could hardly be 
more favorable to a plenteous crop of 
fruit, especially apples. Pears will be 
plentiful, plums a fair supply, and bec- 
ries of all kinds give prospect of a boun- 
tiful supply jft the first quality. 


Vegetables remain Ina promising con- 


dition. Reports are very favorable to 
truck farms and garijss*, which promise 
large yields of all kinds of vegetables.

The preliminary routine business was 


quickly disposed of, and Senator Ed- 
ward O. Wolcott of Colorado, temporary 
chairman of the convention, made th« 
opening address, saying-, in part: 


Since the first party convention in 


these United States, there was never one 
gathered together under such hopeful 
and auspicious circumstances as those 
which surround 
us today. 
United, 


proud of the achievements of the past 
four years, our country prosperous and 
happy, with nothlirtg to regret and 
naught to make us ashamed, with a rec- 
ord spotless and clean, the Republican 
party stands facing the dawn, confident 
that the ticket it shall present will com- 
mand public approval, and that in the 
declarations of its principles and its 
purposes, it will voice the aspirations 
and hopes of the vast majority of Amear- 
ican freemen. 


We need "no omen but our country's 


cause;" yet there is significance in the 
fact that the convention ie assembed in 
this historic and beautiful city, where 
we first assumed territorial responsi- 
bilities, when our fathers, a century and 
a quarter ago, promulgated the immortal 
Declaration of Independence. 


The first and pleasant duty of this 
great convention, as well as its in- 
stinctive impulse, is to send a mess-age 
of affectionate greeting to William Mc- 
Kinley. 
In all that pertains to our 


welfare in times of peace, hia genius 
has directed us. 
He has shown an un- 


erring mastery of the economic problems 
which confront us, and has guided us 
out of the slough of financial disaster, 
impaired credit and commerical stag- 
nation, up to the high and safe ground 
of national prosperity and financial 
stability. 
Through the delicate and 


trying events of the late war he stood 
firm, courageous and conservative, and 
under his leadership we have emerged 
triumphant, our national honor untar- 
nished, our credit unassailed. and the 
equal devotion of every section of our 
common country to the welfare of the 
Republic cemented forever. 


Mr "Woloott h^re paid tribute to the 


memory of the late Mr. Hobart, and, 
continuing, sa-id: 


"When Mr. McKinley became presi- 


dent he took the reins of government 
after four years of Democratic adminis- 
tration. 
No summary of the unmerci- 


ful disasters of those four years can con- 
vey an idea of a tithe of the ruin they 
wrought. 


In the four years preceding Mr. Cleve- 


land's administration we had paid $260,- 
000,000 of the national debt; he added 
$230,000,000 to its burdens. He found 
a tariff act, bearing the name of his 
successor and our president, fitted to 
meet the requirements of our necessary 
expenditures, to furnish the needed pro- 
tection to our farmers and manufac- 
turers, and to insure the steady and re- 
munerative employment of those who 
labor. 
Instead of permitting manu- 


facture and commerce that repose and 
stability of law which are essential for 
working out economic'conditions, he at 
once recommended violent and radical 
changes in revenue .and tariff 
pro- 


visions, recommendations which hia 
party in congress- proceeded partially 
and Sisaatrously to execute. 
The ap- 
palling result of his policy is still fresh 
in the memory of millions who suffered 
from It. 


Facing these difficulties, the president 


immediately upon his inauguration con- 
vened congress in extra session, and 
(Summarized the legislation essential to 
our national prosperity. The industrial 
history of the United Stat^j for the past 
four years is the tribute to the wisdom 
of his Judgment. 
Under the wise pro- 
visions of our tariff laws and the en- 
couragement afforded to capital by a 
renewal of public confidence, trade com- 
menced to revive. 
The looms were no 


longer silent and the mills disserted; 
railway earnings increased, merchants 
and banks 
resumed business, labor 


found employment at fair wages, our 
exports increased, and the sunshine of 
hope 
again 
illuminated the land. 


There isn't an idle mill in the country to- 
day. 
The mortgages on western farm's 
have been paid by the tens of thousands, 
and our farmers are contented and pros- 
perous. 
Our exports have reached 


enormous figures. Our manufactured 
articles are finding a market all over the 
world and in constantly increasing vol- 
ume. 
We are rapidly taking t>ur place 


us one of the great creditor nations ot 
the world. Above and beyond all, there 
is no man who labors with his bands, in 
all our broad domain who cannot find 
work, and the scale of wages waa never 
in our history as high aa now. 


Mr. Wolcott here briefly referred to 


other legislation of the past four years 
which had proved beneficial to the coun- 
try. 
Corning to the question of trusts 


tie said that aggregations and combina- 
tions of capital find their only encour- 
agement in prosperous days and widen- 
ing commerce. Democratic administra- 
tion in this country has universally 
meant industrial stagnation and com- 
mercial depression, when capital seeks 
a hiding place instead of investment. 
The Republican party has always main- 
tained that any combination having for 
Its purpose the cornering of a market 
or raising or controlling the price of tha 
necessaries of life was unlawful 
and 


should be punished. We shall meet it 
In some efficient way, and, as a party, 
shall have the courage to protect every 
class of our citizens.

world that we, too, make go-Id our stand- 
ard and redeem our obligations in that 
metal. For 12 years the platforms of 
the party have declared in favor of the 
use of gold and silver as money. 


The provisions of the bill secure to the 


people a needed Srcrease in the volume 
of the currency, pfevent the future de- 
pletiosi of the gold in the treasury, and 
encourage a more extended use of our 
bonds by the national banks of the 
country. But, above all, the success at- 
tending its passage has demonstrated 
that our own people and tha nations ot 
Europe have faith in the permanence of 
our Institutions and our financial in- 
tegrity, 


Before the expiration of Mr. McK4n» 
ley's first terra, we stiall have passed 
a law relieving certain articles from a 
portion at least of the burdens tfoey now 
carry because of the war revenue act, 
and meanwhile we have, out of surplus 
revenues, already paid and called in for 
cancellation $43,000,000 of outstanding 
bonds. The coming winter will see en- 
acted into law, legislation which shall 
revivify and upbuild our ocean mer- 
chant marine, anU' enable us to compete 
on fair terms with the subsidized ships 
of foreign nations, ^nd afbove all, we 
shall pajss a law under which we shall 
build and own and operate as property 
of the United Sta-tfe, und-er exclusive 
American dominion and control, a ship 
canal connecting the Atlantic and the 
Pacific. Th-r'oug'h it in time of peace the 
commerce of the world shall pass. If we 
shall be unhappily engaged in war, the 
canal shall oar*y our warships and shall 
exclude those of the esnemy, and under 
conditions which shall violate no breaty 
stdpulatioiug. 
This is th,e brief account of our 
stewardship for four years. During a 
portion of that period we were involved 
in a war that for a time paralyzed busi- 
ness and commerce, and would have 
taxed heavily the resources and credit 
of any other.country than ours. During 
the weeks and months preceding- the 
outbreak of hostilities with Spain, the 
President of the United States stood 
firmly upon the ground that a peaceful 
solution could befounJ, And when that 
awful occurrence took place in the har- 
bor of Havana he faced popular clamor 
and heated counsels, and still believed 
tha.t the wrongs of Cuba could be reme- 
died and p«iressed without an appeal to 
Ehe arbitrament of wax. 
The folly of Spain apd the indignation 


of the American people forbade a peace- 
ful solution. Then the president, sec- 
onded by a Republican congress, before 
a gun was fired, declared to the world 
the lofty and unselfish motives that alone 
actuated the nation. No man now, or in 
the centuries to come, when history re- 
counts the marvelous story of the war 
which changed the map of the world, 
shall ever truthfully say that this re- 
public was animated by any but the 
noblest purposes. Eecorded time tells 
of no such war, for it was foug-ht, -nith 
bloody sacrifice, by a great and free re- 
public, for the freedom of another race, 
while its own liberties were unassailed. 
• This is not the time or the occasion to 
dwell upon the incidents of the war, 
crowded with successive victories and 
illumined with countless examples of in- 
dividual b*avery and gcJlant conduct. 
Its living heroes are honored by a gen- 
erous country; its dead have ehrwbled 
the race, and witl live forever in the 
hearts of a grateful people. Through- 
out all its anxious days the president, 
Commander-in-chief of our armies and 
our navies, planned and directed with 
unerring hand. Hts wjse diplomacy 
saved us from threatened international 
oomipltoations. From the commence- 
ment of hostilities until their close the 
conduct of the war was unassailable, 
and the paltry criticisms of two yeais 
ago are already buried in the limbo of 
oblivion. 
We assumed diomtnion of Porto Rico, 
Cuba and the Philippines for reasons 
differing as to each of them. 
We took to ourselves the little island 


of Porto Rico Because it lay under the 
shadow of our own shores, and because 
its continued occupancy by Spain or by 
any foreign government would be a con- 
stant menace to the states and to that 
great inter-oceanic waterway which w« 
shall build and own and operate as an 
American canal. The recommendations 
of the president were'fully and satisfac- 
torily complied with; the people of the 
lsla.n<J are content, the vast mass of the 
American people approve, and we have 
avoided precedents that might vex ua 
when we come to deal with the prob- 
lems that finafly await us in the estab- 
lishment of our permanent relations 
towards tha people of the Philippine 
islands. 


The circumstances associated wfthour 
possession ot Cuba are new an3 un- 
paralleled In the history of conquests. 
The crueltlee practiced upon Ita peopla 
Induced the war. Before we commenced 
hostile proceeding:*, however, and that 
the world might know that our hanAs 
wer« clean and that we were not ani- 
mated by lust *or tewitory, we solemnly 
disclaimed any disposition or intention 
to exercise sovereignty, Jurisdiction, or 
control over the island except for Its 
pacification, and asserted our determ- 
ination, -,vh6n that was accomplished, to 
leave th« goverijrheTit and control of the 
island to its pe<*ple. 
To this declaration we still rigorously 
adhere. Tbe island was divided Into 
municipalities and the registration pro- 
vided for. And on the 18th of June, 
municipal elections were hold aJl through 
the island, a« the first and preliminary 
step towardje the establishment of a na- 
tional government and the adoption of 
a constitution. 
And In tlUa connection It is fltflnc to 
say that the peculation* and frauds 
committed in Cuba by subordinate oC 
ncials have made every American blusn 
with sh»m«, an,d until the last of the 
guilty me'ft l« artegtwl and convicted and 
eftntenced that shame will know no 
abatement. It to no mora to be charged 
to the party than, would a theft by -i 
trusted amploye be charged aealnat the 
charooUr of the merchant who employed 
Wn.

MYRIAD:ROSES IN BLOOM. 


Rose Society's Opening 


Summer Exhibit IB New Tort. 


The winter garden of the Eden Mu- 


eee was beautiful with thousands of 
magnificent roses recently, the first 
flay of the first summer exhibition of 
the American Eose society, says the 
Kew York Times. There were some 
8,000 blossoms, red and ptnk predomi- 
nating, with here and there a less fa- 
miliar yellow and white. There were 
several uew roses which promise to be- 
eome popular, and the Bronx park bo- 
tanical garden exhibited an Interesting 
collection of type bushes. 


One of the most attractive of the new 


roses Is the Pink Pearl, a hybrid, pro- 
dnced by W. A. Manda of East Orange 
from the Wichuriana and the Meteor, a 


' red rose. The Wichuriana Is a single 


•white rose, called- popularly the Memo- 
rial. It is one of the ramblers and is a 


i prodigious grower. It throws out in- 


numerable shoots in a season and is a 


• i beautiful evergreen. The Pink Pearl 
' will doubtless become a great favorite. 


It is a pink double blossom, the center 


/ with the petals crowded close together 


and showing a warm salmon pink, 


! while the outer petals roll away and 
\ are of the most delicate shade, almost 


white, throwing out in relief the deeper 
colored center. The plant is covered 
with buds and blossoms, showing that 
it will be a prolific bloomer. Another 


I attractive rose is a hybrid developed 


from the Japan Rugosa, a popular 
Ledge rose, and the Alfred Colomb, one 
of the darkest of the hardy red roses. 
The new blossom, which is unnamed 
ns yet, is a beautiful loose petaled 
double flower of a medium shade of 
red. 


An exhibitor, Mr. Horvath of Glen- 


ville, O., has one of the largest and 
best collection of roses and among 
them five new roses. He has sent not 
only the blossoms, but the plant of 
each kind, and despite the distance 
they have come none of the roses ex- 
hibited was in better condition. One 
of the new blossoms which the Ohio 
man presented is a hybridization of 
Wichuriana and the Rugosa, a beauti- 
ful and delightfully fragrant red rose. 
The Wichuriana was introduced five or 
six years ago, and it is only recently 
that either that or the Kugosa has been 
used for hybridization. 


Another one of the new blossoms 


which attracted attention is the off- 
spring of the Wichuriana and the 
Agrippina, which produces a beautiful 
little pink rose with small close petals 
and attractive little red buds. The 
plant had been pruned until it was a 
email, compact bush closely covered 
with buds and blossoms. 
Another 


blossom is a hybridization of the Wi- 
churiana and the Belle Siebrecht, a 
white, loose petaled rose with a fra- 
grance like the tea rose. 


S. A. Siebrecht had a beautiful col- 


lection of 150 different roses, with many 
beautiful moss roses. His roses at- 
tracted special attention from the man- 
ner of cutting, not the most economical 
In the way of blossoms, for large 
eprays were cut, but it showed the 
roses and their buds to the best advan- 
tage, and experts declared that that 
was the way to cut roses. The exhibi- 
tion from the botanical garden was in- 
teresting because it showed the type 
plants, 20 of them, the little single 
roses from which the large roses of to- 
day have been developed.

epoonful; four teaspoonfuls (liquid) are 
equal to one tablespoonful; one heap- 
ing tablespoonful of butter is one 
ounce; two heaping tablespoonfuls of 
flour are one ounce; two and one-half 
cupfuls of pulverized sugar are one 
pound.—New York Press.

Science baa come to the conclusion 


that scurvy is caused by the impover- 
ished condition of the blood, and that, 
in turn, is caused by poor food, and 
especially by tainted meat. It used to 
be considered that scurvy was caused 
by the want of fresh vegetables or lime 
juice, but it is known now that the eat- 
ing of salted or improperly preserved 
meat or tainted meat in any form can 
produce scurvy even when lime juice 
or vegetables are being taken at the 
aame time.

ANOTHER ROOSEVELT T0KN 


It was not so certain this morning 


that Roosevelt would be named for sec- 
ond place on the republican ticket. The 
nrws, given in last night's Transcript, 
from the convention city showed the 
anti-Roosevelt men more in the saddle 
than the managers of the unwilling 
rough rider. Under the pressure of the 
hour and largely influenced by his own 
preferences, Roosevelt issued a state- 
ment in which he practically begged the 
convention not to nominate him but 
he did not emphatically say he would 
not accept the nomination if it were 
given to him against his wishes. The 
Roosevelt boom then materially de- 
clined and the chances of secretary 
Long increased. 


Roosevelt was in a tight place. Prac- 


tically the delegates from every state 
wanted him to accept. The argument 
•was that his name on the ticket would 
be n. to-rfer of strength. To consent 
meant the shelving that is the result 
of accepting the vice-presidency and 
to positively decline might mean his 
political death. When a man is facing 
an 
emergency like Roosevelt's he 


counts upon every possibility. In case 
Koosevelt absolutely declined to ac- 
cept the vice-presidential nomination, 
and should New York fail to return a 
republican majority and the republican 
national ticket fall, Roosevelt would 
receive the condemnation of his entire 
party. 
He would, in that case, be 


politically dead, dead and no rosur- 
rection. This was u -vossibillty that 
Roosevelt had to reckon with and 't 
•vina no easy matter to decide uuon. a 
safe course of action. 


Then, again, to decline the nomina- 


tion might go anger New York re- 
publican leaders that his chances for 
the governorship would become very 
Blim. In fact there arc even now hints 
relative to tola, brought out by the 
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tactful statement that he made yes- 
terday afternoon. 
In .all probability 


these hints are to influence him in the 
direction of the vice-presidency on the 
theory that a bird In the hand is worth 
two In the bush.

Itonetvall Jack«on'» Histb Apprecia- 


tion of Her Service*—Wttn Banished 
by Lincoln — How She Outwitted 
Many Federal Officers—Her Capture 
and Marriage. 
The sudden death in Kilbourne, Wis., 


the other day of Belle Boyd, the noted 
spy of the Confederates, recalls an- 
other leaf In the history of the civil 
war. It recalls the thrill, the clanger, 
the triumphs, the reverses, the many 
ups and downs in the life of the most 
determined woman foe the Union ever 
bad. 
Little has been beard of Belie 


Boyd in recent years, and to the present 
generation her name recalls nothing, 
but the time was when that name 
caused many a secret council at army 
campa and many a plan was hatched 
to place its owner where she could not 
add to the harm she had done, says tho 
New York Sines. Living only In her 
undying love for the cause of the 
southern people, and debarred by her 
sex from earring a musket, she ded- 
icated to the Confederate army the 
only weapons that she possessed—a 
woman's beauty and a woman's wiles. 


But recently out of school when the 


war began, she flung to the winds ev- 
erything that was dear that she might 
help the flag of her choice, and her 
flaring exploits ajid services to the Con- 
federate army became familiar to the 
whole worki. During her career she 
was twice sentenced' to be shot, and 
for 11 months was a prisoner in the 
old Carroll and Capitol prisons in 
Washington. 
With indomitable will 


she kept in the struggle, however, until 
1864, when, while trying to run the 
blockade with important dispatches, 
she was captured and banished from 
the country by President Lincoln. So 
highly did Stonewall Jackson value 
her services that after his defeat of 
General Banks on May 23, 1862, he 
Bent her this note: "Miss Belle Boyd— 
I thank you for myself and for the 
Brrny for the immense service that you 
have rendered your country today.'' 


Her whole career was one of romance 


and adventure. Born hi Martinsburg, 
.Ya., now West Virginia, in May, 1843, 
she was related to a number of the 
most noted families of Virginia. The 
Hon. Charles J. Faulkner, minister to 
Prance under the Buchanan adminis- 
tration, father of ex-United States Sen- 
ator Faulkner of West Virginia, and 
Judge John Blair Hoge, United States 
attorney for the District of Columbia 
'during the Cleveland administration, 
.were her cousins. She had just finish- 
ed her education in Mount Washington 
Female college hi Baltimore when the 
war broke out. Her whole soul was 
with the Confederate cause. Her resi- 
dence within the Federal lines and her 
acquaintance with many Union officers 
enabled her to gain much important 
information regarding the position and 
designs of the enemy, which she regu- 
larly committed to paper and, when 
opportunity offered, dispatched to the 
nearest Confederate commander. 


In a hundred ways the 17-year-old 


girl was able to outwit many Federal 
officers whose, gallantry got the better 
of their discretion. The flowers and 
poetry of her many epauleted admirers 
in the hated blue she kept, but all of 
the information of value which they 
Indiscreetly dropped she immediately 
dispatched to her countrymen in gray. 
General Shields of the Union army 
"was quartered at her house, and wtfen 
he held a council of war she lay on the 
floor of her chamber above, with her 
ear to a hole, and, taking down every 
,word, sent it to General Jackson aM 
thereby helped to win a great battle. 


Very soon afterward her actions 


were suspected by the Federal officers, 
and she was arrested, but she soon 
flirted her way to liberty. Acting upon 
General Jackson's advice, she removed 
to Winchester in the summer of 1862, 
and it was there and then that she re- 
ceived her commission as captain and 
honorary aid to the general and thence- 
forth enjoyed the respect paid to an 
officer. 
Upon the occasion of the re- 


(view of the troops in the presence of 
Lord Hartingdon and Colonel Leslie 
and again when General Wlleox's divi- 
sion was inspected by Generals Lee 
and Longstreet she attended on horse- 
•back and associated with the staff offi- 
cers of the several commanders. 


Her greatest service, however, was 


that of a spy. For months and years 
she withstood every privation and lived 
constantly within the shadow of death. 
Her name was passed from one Fed- 
eral army to another, and the greatest 
honors awaited the officer or sentry 


(who would capture her. The man who 
finally accomplished the feat afterward 
(sacrificed everything for her. 
Belle 


|Boyd was capturea on the blockade 
runner Greyhound in 18G4 by a gun- 
[boat in command of Lieutenant Sam- 
uel Harding of Brooklyn. She and two 
'Confederate officers were being con- 
veyed on the gunboat to Boston, and 
^during the trip Lieutenant Harding 
ilost his heart to the beautiful priso»pr. 
'He proposed marriage. 


"So generous and noble had he been 


in everything," she said in telling of 
the romance years afterward, "that I 
•told him I would be his wife, though 
vour politics differed. 'Woman,' thought 
\ 'can sometimes work wonders, and 
may not even he come by degrees to 
ilove for my sake the ill used south?' " 


Even before this romantic voyage 


was ended the implacable foe of the 
inorth connived at the escape of her 
'two Confederate fellow prisoners. She 
herself was sentenced to be shot and 
afterward wan banished from the coun- 
try. Lieutenant Hardiuc was arrested 
lor allowing: the" two prisoners to etr 
lape, but was not convicted. Shortly 
afterward he deserted and followed 
the witching rebel to England, where 
he married her, the Prlnco of Wales 
attending the wedding. lie returned 
to this country later and, following his 
wife's example, became .a Confederate 
spy. 
Harding lived only four years 


after his marringe. In 1809 Belle Boyd, 
who had become an actress, married 
Colonel John S. Hammond, an ex- 
British army officer, In New Orleans 
»nd went to llvo In Gr,lijornla.

UNIQUE"GAV'EL'S: 


Description of Two For Use at Ke- 


pnblican National Convention. 


Two gavels made out of the wood of 


historic trees and historic buildings in 
all parts of the United States are to be 
presented to the Republican national 
convention at Philadelphia for the use 
of the chairman by, Benjamin F. Smith 
of Stewart, 0. 


They have been specially made after 


two years' work in gathering the ma- 
terials, and each bit of the wood 3s 
marked with the name of the state 
from which it comes and the number 
of the state's delegates to the Philadel- 
phia convention. 


After the convention, according to an 


Upper Sandusky (0.) dispatch to the 
Chicago Times-Herald, the plan is to 
present one gavel to Senator Hanna 
and the other to President McKinley. 
In the gavels there is dogwood from 
Hodgensville, Ky., where Lincoln was 
born; piue from the Maine residence 
in which James G. Blaine lived; wal- 
nut wood from Gettysburg, "Koe" 
wood from Honolulu, fir from a tree 
that was on exhibition at the Chicago 
World's fair, a bit of a log from a cab- 
In 'in which John Brown lived at Osa- 
watomle, Kan.; wood from the New 
York Tribune building, wood from a 
palm tree near the City of David, Jeru- 
salem, and wood from the fort of 
Burial Hill, constructed by the pil- 
grims in 1622. 


These are only, a few of the many 


bits of wood which make the gavels 
unique. The bits of wood have been 
so carefully fitted together that they 
give the gavels a very handsome ap- 
pearance, and Mr. Smith is delighted 
with the results of his painstaking 
labor. 


He has also used bits of the same 


wood to fit together two canes, one of 
which he will keep and the other give 
to a friend, and on these he has en- 
graved the predictions he makes of the 
way the electoral votes of the different 
states will be divided between McKin- 
ley and Bryan, giving the former 808 
and the latter 139 votes.

JAPAN'S MODERN 


Particulars of the First Review 


of the Fleet 


GOOD SEAMANSHIP DISPLAYED, 


Ita Strength Revealed to tbe Emper- 


or and Foreign Attaches — What 
British Officers TJiink of tine Ship! 
and Men—Comparison of Japanese 
and Raualon Naval Power. 
The first maneuvers and the first 


general review of the Japanese fleet 
have just been completed, "writes the 
Yokohama correspondent of the New 
Sbrk Commercial Advertiser. For the 
first time the emperor has gained a 
coup d'teil of his magnificent navy, and 
the showing made justifies tbe deep 
pride which the Japanese take in their 
naval accomplishments in the last few 
years. 


The week's maneuvers were carried 


out In strict secrecy, foreign attaches 
and newspaper men being barred. But 
attaches and journalists were welcom- 


nary wa» 


formed no strips of any kind have been 
lost through negligence or faulty navi- 
gation. There is no doubt tbat In re- 
•peet to^eeamaoabip, skill in gunnery 
and bravery the Japanese fleet would 
give a very good account of Itself 
against any force of equal strength." 


"Any equal of British naval force?" 


.was asked. 


'Tes," was the reply. "To give a 


good account of oneself is not to win," 
be added. 


My next question was aimed to draw 


forth a comparison of Japanese and 
Russian naval power. It was only 
partially successful. "No greater con- 
trast can be imagined," the officer 
said, "than that to be found in the en- 
gine rooms of Japanese and Russian 
warships. The Japs keep their ships 
as clean as English men-of-war are 
kept, while the Russian ships ore near- 
ly as dirty as the Chinese vessels. The 
truth IB that the Japanese is a sailor, 
though circumstances are against him; 
the Russian Is not a sailor, although 
Russian emperors since the days of 
Peter the Great have tried to make 
them seamen." I may add that it Is 
the opinion of all competent and un- 
prejudiced observers In the east that 
Russia would not stand any chance 
whatever with the Japanese on the 
water. On land there would be another 
Story to tell. 


As I have said, the maneuvers pre- 


ceding the review were kept so closely 
shrouded in mystery that no one knows 
anything about them. In general, 
however, it is understood that a squad- 
ron repelled an assault in the inland 
sea, attempts at torpedo boat surprises 
and night attacks. 
The results are 


said to have been "highly reassuring." 
This is the official phrase. 
At all 


events, Japan has shown that she can 
assemble a fleet of modern ships equal 
In every way to the combined naval 
force of Russia, Germany and France 
in the far east. 


New IVavnl Formation. 


The "hexagonal phalanx" is a new- 


naval formation recently tried by a 
French fleet in the Mediterranean, says 
the Philadelphia Record. There is one 
vessel at each angle of the hexagon, 
and the admiral's ship occupies the 
center. Their bows all point one way 
—that in which the squadron sails. The 
admiral Is equidistant from all the rest 
and seen by all equally well. Every 
one is 400 yards from the nest, but the 
space can be reduced. In case of more 
vessels under the command the excess 
would form a reserve, with torpedo 
boats added to it This new order of 
battle is held to require fewer signals 
•than others. 


EMPEROB OF JAPAN. 


*d to the review in Kobe bay and bad 
allotted to them the Toyohashl, a tor- 
pedo tender, with every facility for ob- 
servation as well as entertainment. 
The review was carried out without a 
visible hitch or miscalculation, every 
evolution being effected exactly as in- 
tended and on the minute scheduled. 


As early as 7 o'clock all the guests on 


the Toyonashi were astir, and the fleet 
was in review order—an Immense rec- 
tangle within which warships lay an- 
chored in four lines three miles in 
length parallel with the shore. The 
new battleship the Shikishima, the 
first three funneled vessel of the Japa- 
nese navy and said here to be the 
greatest battleship afloat, had the place 
of honor at the head of the first line, 
the farthest from the beach of the bay. 
Seventeen other battleships and cruis- 
ers made up the two outer lines, while 
torpedo boats, destroyers and other 
small craft composed the Inner lines. 
In all the ships in review were these: 
Five battleships, three coast defense 
ehips, 13 cruisers, one torpedo tender 
tthe press boat), one torpedo gunboat, 
ten destroyers and 17 torpedo boats. 
The press boat was placed at the head 
of the second line from the shore and 
was thus abreast of the battleships 
Kasagi and Shikishima. 


At 8 o'clock the bugles rang "Dress 


ehip," and promptly the banner lines 
ran from mast to mast and thence 
from stem to stern. At S o'clock the 
ships of the imperial escort came into 
view through the purple haze of Wada 
point to the south, the Asama leading, 
followed by three cruisers and a torpe- 
do boat. At the same time the crews 
on the waiting ships were piped up and 
ranged shoulder to shoulder around the 
decks. There was a moment of silence, 
and then, answering a shot from the 
'Asama while she was still a mile away, 
the royal salute began, every vessel 
firing 21 guns with its heaviest piece. 
The Kobe hills confined the noise, and 
pandemonium followed for ten min- 
utes. 


Slowly the Asama approached, the 


silence following the salute being bro- 
ken only by the faint sounds of the bu- 
gles playing the national anthem, 
"Kimi ga yo." But as the Asama pass- 
ed the first ship of the outer line one 
realized that he was participating in 
an oriental review. The cheers that 
broke out from time to time while the 
emperor was approacuing died out and 
were followed by absolute silence as 
the flagship slowly swept forward, 
passing the whole length of the outer 
line and through the central avenue of 
the two inner lines. Exactly one hour 
was taken to complete the inspection, 
and then, as the Asama left the lane of 
ships, the massed men on the decks 
around us disappeared in the twinkling 
of an eye, and the review was over. 
After the review the emperor enter- 
tained the attaches and other distin- 
guished foreigners and Japanese on 
board ship. At 3 o'clock the emperor 
left for Maiko, and the royal salute 
was repeated. 


The British navy was represented by 


Captain Ottley and two lieutenants. 
The United States was not officially 
present. 
The British officers highly 


praised the handling of the ships and 
the shape In which a close inspection 
nhowed them to be. It Js customary to 
be complimentary on such occasions, 
but it was plain that these officers were 
deeply Impressed with the discipline of 
the crews and the skill of the officers 
as well as with the showing of ships 
and guns. One of these gentlemen 
eald: "The Japanese naval officer Is 
generally speaking, not only as well 
trained in a technical sense as the mili- 
tary mnn, but he Is a finer man physic- 
ally, more Interested In bis profession, 
l£ss listless, less given to stupid J&nns

How the Gordons Remembered 


Magwsfontein at Thabanchu. 


oerm, .Captain Tatrao 


Led Hi* BMP to Victory—Blinded 
For Mte br a »*U** Jnat When 
Scotland sWept on to Triumph. 
Boon Bbw»e« *y OoM Steel. 
How the Gordon IggMaadera at 


Tbabanchu avenged their comrades 
and batoved general who* fell at Ma- 
geroContein is tcjd graphically in the 
London Daily Hews by A. Q. Hales, 
the Australian correspondent for that 
paper. "Mr. KteJee says: 


'"ftriien, a few months ago, I stood 


uponithe'vejdt almost within the shad- 
ow of .the frowning "brow of Magers- 
fontelri's' surly, heights, aqd looked 
upon the col'O,,'stern faces of Scotland's 
dead, and-tlSteaed to-tue weird waning 
of the bagpipes, whHe Cronje gazed 
triumphantly down from his Inaccessi- 
ble mountain stronghold upon his 
handiwork, I 'knew In my, soul that a 
day would dewn when Scotland would 
demand an eye for aa eye, blood for 
blood. I read it written on the facea 
of the men wtoo strode w-tth martial 
tread around -the last sad nesting place 
of him they loved—their chief, the 
dauntless General Wauchope. Venge- 
ance spoke in ihe somber flre that 
blaaed in every Scotsman's eye. 


• "That hou/ has- come. The men who 
Bleep in soldiers' graves beside the wil- 
low clad bai&a of the Modder river 
have been avenged. It was the 1st of 
May. 
We had., the Boers hard pressed 


In TnaBBO.eh'tt'fii a can of kopjes that 
reached in almost unbroken sequence 
farther thdh a marfs eye might reach. 
The flying French was with us, chaf- 
ing like a'leashed greyhound because 
he could' not sweep all before him with 
one Impetuous rush. Bundle, too, was 
here, wttn fats haughty, handsome faca, 
as k^en'as.Franch, but with a better 
grip on his feelings. Six thousand of 
the foe, under Louis Botha, cool, 
crafty/ long headed, resourceful, have 
held toe "kopjes. 


"Again and. agatn-iwe maneuvered to 


trap them, But no wolf In winter Is 
more wary than Botha, no weasels 
more watchfufc-than the men he com- 
manded. When we advanced, they fell 
back. When we fell back, they ad- 
(vauced, until' tie merest tyro in the 
art of war could see that a frontal at- 
tack, untess' mode in almost hopeless 
positions, -was impossible. So Hamil- 
ton swept around their right flank, ten 
miles north of Thabanchu, and gave 


! ,them a taste of- lis skill and daring, 
,-while Runfile held their main body 
at T-habanchu. - JElundle made a feint 
on their center in strong forcg, and 
theyclbs£d°ln from both flanks to re- 
sist him. Then he drew off, as if f ear- 


, Ing the Issue. This drew, the Boers in, 
and they pounde*"bur camp with shells 
until one wondered whether the Ger- 
man made rubbish" they used would 
last them much longer. Then we 
threatened their left flank quickly and 
sharply, giving Hamilton time to strike 
on their right, and he struck without 
erring, whipping the enemy at every 
point he touched, driving them out of 
jthelr positions and holding them firmly 
himself, so threatening their rear and 
the immense herds of sheep and oxen 
they have with them, making a footing 


1 for the British to move on and cut 
Botha off from his base at Kroonstadt 
It was during Hamilton's flanking ef- 
fort that the Gofdo?ns vindicated their 
character for courage. Captain Towse, 
a brave, courteous soldier and gentle- 
man, 
was the hero of the hour. He is 


a fine figure of a man, well set up, good 
looking, strong, active. He was, I 
think, about the only soldier I have 
seen who cou\d wear an eyeglass and 
not lose by It In age he looked about 
40. 


"On this fateful day Captain Towse, 


with about 50 of the Gordons, got iso- 
lated from the main body of British 
troops, and the Boers, with that mar- 
velous derferity for which they are 
[ast becoming famous, sized up the po- 
sition aad determined upon a capture. 
They little dreamed of the nature of 
the lion they had snared in their tolls. 
With fully 250 men they closed in on 
the little band of kilted men and in 
triumphant tones called upon them to 
throw down their arms and surrender. 
It was a picture to warm an artist's 
heart. On all sides rose the bleak, 
black kopjes, ridge on ridge, as in- 
hospitable as a watchdog's growl—on 
one hand the little band of highland- 
era, the picturesque colors of their clan 
showing in kilt and stockings, perfect 
in all their appointments, but nowhere 
so absolutely flawless as hi their lead- 
ership. Under such leaders as he who 
held them there so calm and steady 
their forbears bad hurled back the 
chivalry of Prance and bad tamed the 
Muscovite pride, and they were soon to 
prove themselves men worthy of their 
captain, 


"On the other side rose the superior 


numbers of the Boers. A wild and 
motley crew they looked compared to 
the gem of Britain's army. Boys stood 
side by side with old men, lads braced 


I themselves shoulder to shoulder with 
men In their manhood's prime, ragged 
beards fall on still more ragged shirt 
fronts. But there were manly hearts 
behind those ragged garments, hearts 
that beat high with love of home and 
country, hearts that seldom quailed in 
the hour of peril. Their rifles lay In 
hands steady and strong. 
The Boer 


was face to face with the Briton; the 
numbers lay on the side of the Boer, 
but the bayonet was with the Briton. 
" 'Throw up your hands and surren- 


der!' The language was English, but 
the accent was Dutch. A moment, an 
awful second of time, the rifle barrels 
gleamed coldly toward that little group 
of men, who stc nd their ground as, piuc 
trees stand on their mountain sides in 
bonny Scotland. Then out on the Af- 
rican air there rang a voice, proud, 
clear and high as clarion note, 'Fix 
bayonets, Gordons!'" 


Like lightning the strong hands grip- 


ped the ready steel; the bayonets went 
home to the barrel as the lips of lover 
to lover. 
Rifles spoke from the Boer 


lines, and men reeled a pace from the 
British and fell and lay where they 
fell. Again that voice with the Scot- 
Ish bur on every note: "Charge, Gor- 
dons! Charge!" 
And the dauntless

The Boer's heart Is a brave heart, 


aud he who calls them cowards lies,' 
but never before had they faced so 
grim, a charge, »fnet before bad they 
seen, a torrent or* steel advancing op 
their lines la front of a tornado of 
flesh and blood. On rusted the Scots, 
on over fallen comrades, on over rocks 
and clefts, on' to the ranks of the foe 
and onward through them, sweeping 
them dowo as I have seen wild horses 
eweep through a'field of ripening com. 
The bayonets hissed as they crashed 
through breastbone and 
backbone. 


Vainly the Boer ordjfoed his rifle and 
emote back. As well might the wild 
goat strike with puny hoofs when the 
tiger springs. Nothing could stay the 
fury of that desperate rush. Do you 
sneer at the Boers? Then sneer at half 
the awples of Europe, for never yet 
have Scotland's sons been driven back 
when once they reacfeed a foe to smite. 


"How 
do they charge, those bare- 


legged sons of Scotia? Go aek the hills 
of Afghanistan, and if there be tongues 
within them they will tell you that 
they sweep like hosts from hell. Ask 
in sneering Paris, qpd the red records 
of Waterloo will give you answer. Ask 
in St. Petersburg, and from Sevastopol 
your answer will came. They thought 
of 
the dreary morning hours of 


Magfirsfontein, and they smote the 
Bteel downward through the neck into 
the liver. They thought of the row 
of comrades in the graves beside the 
Modder, and they gave the Boers the 
•haymaker's lift' and tossed the dead 
body behind them. They thought of 
gallant Wauchope riddled with lead, 
and they sent the cold steel, with a 
horrible crash, through skull and brain, 
leaving the face a thing to make fiends 
shudder. They thought of Scotland, 
and they sent the wl!9 slogan of their 
clan re-echoing through the gullies of 
the African hills until their comrades 
far away along the line, hearing it, 
turned to one another, saying; 'God 
help the Boers this hour! Our Jocks 
are into 'em with the bay'nit!' 


"But, when they turned to gather up 


those who had fallen, then they found 
that he whose lion soul had pointed 
them the crimson path to duty was 
to lead them no more. The noble heart 
that beat so-true to honor's highest 
notes was not stilled, but a bullet, 
missing the brain, had closed his eyes 
forever to God's sunlight, leaving him 
to go through life in darkness, and 
they mourned for him as they hi 
mourned 
for noble, white souled 


Wauchope, whose prototype he was. 
They knew that many a long, long 
year would roll away before their eyes 
would rest upon his like again in camp 
or bloody field. But it gladdened their 
stern warrior hearts to know that the 
last sight he ever gazed upon was 
Scotland sweeping on her foes. 


"And 
when our noble queen shall 


place upon his breast the cross which 
is the soldier's diadem then* hearts 
will throb" in unison with his, for their 
strong hands on that,May day helped 
him win what he is so fit to wear, and 
when onr' sovereign" K'qpors . him she 
honors tfie», ana 'well they know it. 
And when the years have rolled away 
and they are old and gray and spent 
with wounds and toil, fit for nothing 
but to dandle little grandbabes on their 
knees, young men and maids will flock 
around and, pointing out the veteran 
to the curious stranger, say with hon- 
est pride, 'He was with Towse the day 
he won the cross.'"

In case of absence from three consecu- 
tive recitations or lectures a student 
must report in writing to the secretary 
of the faculty hif reasons for staying 
away and the probable duration If the 
absence is to continue. A provision is 
made for athletic, teams and musical 
clubs whereby if the organization con- 
sists of more than ten, men an author- 
ized person may report for them all. 
It Is also provided that not more than 
two hours previous upon entering upon 
college work after ijuch absence each 
student must report In person to the 
secretary of the faculty. 


A fine of $2 will be imposed upon any 


student failing to report to the secre- 
tary within two hours after bis last 
programme 
appointment preceding 


each vacation of more than one day 
and within two hours before his, first 
programme appointment after such va- 
cation.

WiXiam Lynch, the first speaker, de- 


livered the salutatory and an oration 
on "Imperialism." He welcomed trie 
bishop, and expressed the gratitude of 
the class to Rev. Fr. Burke and the 
fathers of the parish and the sisters of 
the school to whom they owed the car0 


j of their instruction during- their school 
| curse. Beginning his oration, he urged 


t!-3t the nation stand by the constitu- 
t;. n, since freedom was again assailed. 
The quer-tion now is of empire or re- 
public. We should take care not to 
thrust OB others what we once fought 
to avoid. The points of the oration 
wore greeted with applause. 


Misses Annie Kelley and Nellie Cur- 


ley sang a duet "I heard a voice," in 
o. most pleasing manner, and seven 
gals from the senior class gave a part 
recitation entitled "Our flag," which 
wao receiv-Pd v.-ith applause. 


Miss Elsie Heelin sang "Nymphs and 


j fauns," and Miss Mary Malloy recited 


"The martyrdom of St, Justin." 


This was followed by the presentation 


of diplomas to the pupils who are fin- 
ishing their course in the grammar 
grades of the school. These were pre- 
sented by Rev. C. E. Burke, who 
made no remarks. 


Miss Annie Davine then made the 


address to the bishop, giving him for 
the class an 
eloquent welcome, and 


expression of thanka. Words cannot 
ckpress our feelings, she said, for the 
honor conferred by the bishop's pres- 
ence on this occasion. The joy of His 
blessing on our head will surmss all 
others, and no matter what the futurr; 
may have in store for us, our lives will 
always be brighter for this event. 


William Lynch sang1 "The forge" 


pleasingly, and Miss Annie Kelley read 
an interesting essay on "Silent influ- 
ence.' She spoke first of the influence 
of the teacher on the pupil, and then of 
the mother's influence at the fireside, 
which as the boy or girl goes out from 
home is the influence that lasts 
through life. Each person, must ex- 
ert some influence, andi the character 
without good influence is essentially 
lacking in many thingo. It Should be 
the aim of those who go out from tha 
school to practice what has been 
taught, and to be ever true to the faith 
and to God. 


One of the most pleasing1 of the mu- 


sical features was a auartet, "Music 
and soug," given by Miss Nellie Cur- 
ley, Miss Elsie Heelin, Miss Annie Kel- 
ley and William Lynch. This was fol- 
lowed by the valedictory and oration 
on "Religion in education," by James 
Pryor. 


Mr. Pryor made a strong appeal for 


the religious school, saying that the 
full blessings of Christian teachings 
came only through the union of relig- 
ion and education. By^ excluding re- 
ligion from the school the hope of fu- 
ture happiness la eliminated. 
Even 


non-Catholics admit that 
Cfiristian 


education is required to meet the dan- 
gers of the 20th century. With the in- 
crease of wealth and the appetite for 
pleasure, mere mental education alone 
is not sufficient as a safe guard. Some 
say that study of nature in the schools 
Is enough, but who can study nature 
without being drawn toward the study 
of nature's God, Education consists 
In moral, mental ftnd spiritual train- 
ing combined. Those who fear the In- 
fluence of tho Catholic schools should 
look at the record of the Catholics in 
the nation's wars. 
Catholicism and 


patriotism et> hand In hand. He closed 
with the hopo that aii ^he class would 
go out Into the world to strengthen 
the country so much aa lay within the 
power of each, and thanked the pastor 
of the parish and his assistants for the 
caro and training of the school course. 


Father Burke then rose to Introduce 


the bishop, which he did In a very few 


words, and there was much, applaus* 
as. Bishop Beavan rose. 


BUhop Beaven'n Addre» 


I would seem mslneare. said the 


bishop in, opening, If I did not give ex- 
pression to- my deep satisfaction In 
being prtesent on this occasion. It Is 
well from time to time for those In ac- 
tive life to come In conta'ct with the in- 
fluences that rouse Inspiration, for we 
need to renew our own lives'by such 
Inspiration. 
To me tms evening has 


been a most happy one, for it has 
brought me in touch v»Sth thoughts and 
associations that have brought real in- 
tellectual delight. We experience de- 
light In the results of mental labor, but 
the delight of contact with the devel- 
opment of youthful 
minds Is even 


greater. Also there is deep pleasure 
in the consciousness that during these 
years of development «n the part of 
this class there has been heart evolu- 
tion. So when we know that nothing 
has been kept from these hearts that 
go out tonight wo feel satisfied that 
there is a heart pleasure as well as a 
mental pleasure in the exercises of this 
evening. We feel time these hearts 
carry in them the rudiments of all 
t' ose features that make for success 
in life. 


Those who carry the responsibility 


of imparting religious education can 
throw into their work the best there is 
in their nature. 
The church works 


for the best development of the heart 
and mind, to the end that our children 
may attain to the highest and best in 
citizenship and faithfulness to God and 
count ry. 


A very pleasing feature of this occa- 


sion is the presence of those who rep- 
resent the civic and educational influ- 
ences of this city. We accept this as a 
compliment and an encouragement. 
And we recognize that competition, 
rightly carried on, spurs us on to high- 
er and better things. The1 competition 
of Catholic religious education 
has 


brought results in <he public school 
curriculm of which we are all i>roud. 
The Catholic schools of New England 
have given an impetus to the public 
schools thev would never have had 
Without this competition, and the 
standard of the Catholic schools would 
not be what it is if it had not beeen 
for the competition of the public 
schools. We differ in some lines, but 
both' are working along what they con- 
sider the best lines, and the 
conse- 


quence is results that we can all be 
proud of as citizens of Massachusetts. 
This is honorable comjretltion in the 
development of the hearts and miricts 
of our children, and so we thank these 
visitors for their presence, which en- 
courages us and these children. 


Turning to the graduates, the bishop 


said: These diplomas which we give 
you show that you have diligently and 
successfully pursued, the studies of 
your course as mapped out., and that 
you were willing to abide by the con- 
victions of your leaders, that with pro- 
fane science should go the word of God. 
nl after life may you. acquire that 
meed of happiness which should re- 
sult from what you have been taught 
here, a"nd may youir lives conform to 
the principles here inculcated. 
These 


diplomas are a pledge of success, and 
I hope you will strive to realize in your 
lives all that they are designed to 
mean. 


The diplomas were then conferred, 


the recipients kneeling .and kissing the 
hand of the bishop jas- they received 
them. 


The exercises of the evening1 were 


closed with the singing of "Quid Retri- 
buam Domino," the class song1, by the 
graduates. 


There were 11 graduates who receiv- 


ed diplomas, and of these, it is exaect- 
ed that a large proportion of the girls 
In the class will enter .the state normal 
school in this city, whIJLe the 'two boys 
are planning to enter^Holy Cross. The 
fact that they are prepared to enter 
college with advanced standing speaks 
for the completeness and excellence 6f 
the training of the high school, under 
the direction of Rev. George Flynn, 
who has direct charge of the school 
work.

George A. Bauer, superintendent of 


the Greylockt reservation and keeper 
of the summit house this year, was 
in the city yesterday afternoon, and 
reported an unusually large number 
of people who have visited Greylocit 
to far this season. It has been appar- 
ent for some weeks that there was a 
remarkable revival of Interest In this 
city in WDS to the 
»ummit of 
the 


mountain, and with the opening of the 
house there, it is probable that more 
people will make the ascent this sum- 
mer than for several seasons r>ast. 


Last Saturday Mr. Bauer says TVat 


150 people registered at 
the house, 


while on Sunday over 200 people Yegis • 
tered. At this rate, with the number 
increasing towards the end of the sea- 
son as is usual, the summit of tho 
mountain will be one of the best popu- 
lated districts of this part of the state 
during1 the season. 


There has as usual been some trouble 


with the hoodlum element, which 
makes the trip to the Summit of Ihe 
mountain for the apparent purpose of 
making as much noise and doinjr as 
much damage at the summit aa sos- 
sible. Already on some days those who 
have gone up to enjoy the beauties of 
the mountain have been disturbed by 
this class, and Mr. Bauer, who has 
authority to enforce the laws on in* 
mountain, promises that all such dis- 
turbances will be stopped in the future, 
and that pome of the hoodlums will be 
subject to arrest and punishment if 
more disturbances are raised.

ANOTHER EPISCOPAL DIOCESE 


Local Men on Important Committee* to 


Consider Division 


An important meeting was held in 


Boston last week of the joint commit- 
tee of 12 clergymen and 12 laymen, pro- 
vided for at the annual meeting of the 
convention of the Episcopal diocese of 
Massachusetts on May 16, to consider 
and report to the next convention the 
advisability and feasibility of dividing 
the diocese, and also to give a plan of 
such division, if the course should be 
recommended. This committee, which 
was arranged for at the convention, 
was only recently appointed. It in- 
cludes Bishop Lawrence, Rev. J. C. 
Tebbetts Of this city, Prof. Henry Le- 
favour 
of Wiliamstown, and Rev. 


Harold Arrowswith of Lenox. 


The question of another Episcopal 


diocese In Massachusetts has occupied 
the thoughts of the members of that 
church for some years. It was first 
raised this year in the convention ad- 
dress of Bishop Lawrence. 
At that 


time Rev. Dr. Lindsay presented a mo- 
tion, which was carried, that so much 
of the address as dealt with this sub- 
ject be referred to a joint committee 
of 12 clerical and 12 lay members. 


Some interesting facts in connection 


with this subject may here be men- 
tioned. The number of communicantj 
of the Episcopal church in the diocese 
of Massachusetts is 40,000; the diocese 
is one of the three largest in the coun- 
try, the other two being those including 
respectively the cities of New York and 
Philadelphia. In round numbers there 
are 260 Episcopal clergymen in Massa- 
chusetts, and more than 200 churches. 


Whereas in the state of New York 


there are five dioceses and in Pennsyl- 
vania three, the diocese of Massachu- 
setts is of equal extent with the whole 
state." Cu the other hand, in the largest 
diocese in each of the other two states, 
the r-' libers are residents of a com- 
pact iretropolitan district, with the ad- 
dition of a slight suburban fringe.

pecially during the last 10 years, grow- 
:\\S in c>:s>ineu, communicants, con- 
gregations anc church buildings.
